Household Economics 
And General Shop 
Work Teachers Ap¬ 
pointed; Salaries 
$1400 And Expenses 

A joint meeting of the Trustees 
of Coleman and Blairmore school 
was held in Blairmore on Wednes¬ 
day, July 25, Trustee A. Bosetti 
presiding. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to employ a Household Economics 
teacher for Coleman and Blairmore 
schools. Advertisements had been 
placed in the Lethbridge and Cal¬ 
gary papers and seventeen appli¬ 
cations had been received. Of the 
seventeen applications that of Miss 
Jean Parker, of Carsland, Alberta, 
seemed the most attractive. 

She is a 1939 graduate of Mec- 
dcnald Institute, Guelph^nt., the 
winner of the Student Council 
scholarship and also winner of the 
silver cup senior cooking class. 
Last year she taught household 
economics at High River and dis¬ 
trict schools. 

Her salary was placed at $1400 
and expenses. She will teach three 
days a week at Coleman and two 
days a week at Blairmore. Cole¬ 
man will bear three-fifths of the 
expense and Blairmore two-fifths. 
The provincial government gives 
a grant of 50% towards both salary 
and equipment. 

A few weeks ago the Pass trus¬ 
tees appointed Frank Turner, of 
Bellevue, as general shop teacher. 
He had been teaching the pupils 
at various times and helped sev¬ 
eral evenings at Coleman when the 
local school first launched into 
shop work. His salary was placed 
i't $1400 and expenses, Coleman and 
Blaimore contributing towards the 
salary and expenses in the same 
ratio as in the case of Miss Park. 

The government also gives a 
50% grant towards the salary and 
equipment. Both will start their 
duties on the commencement of the 
school term.

This does not necessarily imply, of course, that science may not or will 
not reveal some secret which may place in the hands of one or other of the 
belligerents some new agency of immensely greater power or of much 
wider range than anything that has yet been employed In the science of 
warfare. If such an agency, that nothing could withstand it, is discovered, | 
it is to be hoped that it will be discovered in Allied or friendly laboratories ] 
and that the most extraordinary precautions will be taken to see that it 
does not fall into the hands of the enemy, for the sake of the very existence 
of civilization. 

In recent months there have been hints of two scientific discoveries, 
either of which, if capable of practical adaptation to the cause of Mars, 
would have an overwhelming effect on the course and probably the final out¬ 
come of the war. Both, or either, could be utilized as weapons of such tre¬ 
mendous scope and power, that the contemplating of their potentialities 
as an agency of warfare can only inspire awe and horror, provided first 
published reports of these discoveries are not grossly exaggerated. 

Fortunately, if there is any truth in these stories and if the reported 
discoveries are scientifically and economically feasible, the finds were made 
in the United States and it can be taken for granted that the authorities 
of that country will see to it that either of these secrets do not fall into 
German hands, lest it lead to their own undoing.

Forests More Valuable 

Canadians Should Take Extra Caro 
To Prevent Fires 

War-time places anew and higher 
value upon the forests of Canada 
and the new value ln this case goes 
almost wholly to the wage-earners, 
merchants, supply houses and others 
furnishing the employment and ser¬ 
vices that enter into the manufac¬ 
ture of lumber and paper, according 
to a statement of the Canadian For¬ 
estry Association. 

The statement goes on; “Now 
that the Dominion Government has 
issued a call for the organized de¬ 
fence of Canada, a new reason is 
provided and a new opportunity 
given for every citizen to include the 
protection of the forests from fire 
with his patriotic training. The de¬ 
fence of Canada applies to forest 
fires prevention as well as external 
enemies. Defending the forests is an 
Immediate personal contribution that 
every citizen can undertake. 

'It is sometimes forgotten that 
forests never destroy themselves. 
They are laid in ruins nearly always 
by the carelesness of human beings. 
Thousands of forest rangers work 
from morning till night to save the 
splendid resources of the provinces 
from reckless actions of fishermen, 
campers, smokers, berry-pickers and 
settlers.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 

A NEWS report from Ottawa states more Alberta 
coal will be used in Eastern Canada, as a result of 
the National Defence Department’s action in altering 
fuel specifications and so making special provision for 
western coal. Upwards of 10,000 tons of western 
domestic coal for Camp Borden, Toronto and Kings¬ 
ton will be required, and an additional 10,000 tons 
will be required for the winter. The amount is not 
large, particularly in comparing it with the vast im¬ 
ports of American coal. In fact it would not amount 
to a week’s capacity output of any single mine of the 
larger companies operating in Alberta. But it is some¬ 
thing and may lead to a much greater increase of the 
use of western coal in eastern Canada. 

Western mine companies for years have main¬ 
tained a campaign to develop eastern markets for Al¬ 
berta coal, and the Federal and provincial governments 
have assisted by way of subventions, which in effect 
was protection for the coal industry, and against which 
certain eastern interests protested. It has been claimed 
that the Dominion as a whole would benefit from the 
greater use of Canadian coal instead of importing mil¬ 
lions of dollars’ worth from the United States. How¬ 
ever, the great 'handicap is the long haul from Alberta 
to Ontario compared to a much shorter and more econ¬ 
omical haul from United States coalfields. The prin¬ 
cipal reason that a boost has been given to the use of 
Canadian coal is the adverse exchange rate on Can- 
adian funds. It is not because of a real desire to hpl 
the western coal industry, as we see it, otbewise^Cfion 
would have been taken long before tiffs! It is a con¬ 
dition arising from the war and if it will help to further 
increase the use of western coal, theiV might well the 
old saying be re-echoed: “It’s an ill/vind that blows 
nobody good.” 

("1 RADUAL/LY Jj^eosfof living rises, though al- 
1 most hoP£fc£ptibly. Employment has increased 
and the number of wage-earners at work establishes 
a new record for Canada. In April 1939, 473,000 
wage earners were unemployed; and in April 1940 the 
figure given as unemployed was 367,000, a reduction 
of 106,000. This constitutes the smallest labor re¬ 
serve reported for the month of April in a decade. 
Many have been taken off relief rolls through war’s ac¬ 
tivities and the enrolment of men for military service. 

As in the last war, so in this, prices gradually in¬ 
crease. Between May 1939 and May 1940 the general 
level of wholesale prices advanced 11.4 per cent and • 
all of this increase has taken place since the outbreak 
of hostilities in September last. The cost of living, 
based on the retail prices of foods, fuel, clothing and 
rent has not risen nearly as rapidly as have wholesale 
prices. . Between May 1939 and May 1940 the in¬ 
crease is only 3.5 per cent and since August 3.6 per 
cent. Food prices reacted quickly to the outbreak of 
the war but practically no change has been reported 
since the turn of the year. 

The Federal government should carefully check 
any attempt on the part of wholesalers or retailers to 
take advantage of war conditions. Naturally there 
must be increases in some lines, but it is well remem¬ 
bered that during the last war and for some time after 
prices skyrocketted to such an extent they were beyond 
reason. Men’s suits costing normally $25 to $35 went 
up to from $100 to $125, and other lines of clothing - 
increased accordingly. It is against such abnormal in¬ 
creases in prices that manufacturers should be closely 
watched. The average wage-earner’s income does not 
increase in proportion to meet such increases in the 
cost of living. 

"pHE application of the Alberta government for a 
1 charter for a provincial bank has aroused plenty 
of interest. The meetings of the committee of the 
House of Commons at Ottawa have been fully reported 
in the daily press. The reasons so far advanced as to 
why the present government should have a bank of its 
own have not proved sufficiently convincing to con¬ 
vince others of the advisability of granting a charter. 
The operation of Treasury branches will possibly 
reveal a loss to the province which will have to be made 
up from the general taxes, for the paying of a three 
per cent, bonus on Alberta made goods is bound to 
require more than what m^ght be the profits of opera¬ 
tion, despite the argument advanced that the more 
rapid turnover of goods will enable the bonus to be 
paid without dipping into the profits of the branches or 
the provincial treasury. 

* THE EXPERIENCES of chartered banks in the 
past few years have proved clearly that many small 
town branches could not operate except at a loss. The 
government did its best to tax them out of business, and 
increased taxation on those that remain has compelled 
them to make service charges on current accounts that 
did not prevail previously. No one can deny that the 
branches of all chartered banks are run as efficiently 
and as economically as possible, whereas it is a well- 
known fact that government operated organizations or 
institutions too often become a haven of refuge in jobs 
for party supporters.

When 
it is considered that in most 
sections of Canada a large number 
of homes can scarcely read English 
papers; that many that can prefer 
to read their neighbors paper 
rather than subscribe for one them¬ 
selves, and that some expect so 
much from their local that nothing 
written by mortals can satisfy 
them, and besides, the changing 
nature of the dwellers on the plains 
creating an endless necessity to 
keep in touch with individual 
homes, the wonder is that on their 
merits alone they are preferred and 
paid for by such an overwhelming 
majority in every part of the Dom¬ 
inion.

HOME IMPROVEMENT LOANS 
SHOW WIDE VARIATION 
IN USE OF MONEY 

Under the Home Improvement 
Loans plan an analysis of the June 
applications discloses a wide vari¬ 
ation in the type of improvements 
being undertaken. Loans range 
from $36 for insulation, $100 to 
redecorate, $250 for a new kitchen 
and $400 for a sunroom and ad¬ 
ditions, to $600 for a new heating 
system and painting, and $1750 to 
convert a single family house to a 
duplex. In the case of rural prop¬ 
erties, improvements to the other 
farm buildings as well as to the 
house may be financed. Loans to 
owners living in rural communities 
ranged from $50 to paint the 
house, $80 for a new well, $150 for 
repairs to the barn, and $300 to in¬ 
stall electricity, to $700 for plumb¬ 
ing and a complete water system, 
and $1,000 for additions and im¬ 
provements to the house. 

The total loaned in Alberta since 
the plan was started in November 
1936, is $3,580,469. I 

Under the National Housing Act, 
no loans have been made in Al¬ 
berta, though a total of $58,514,- 
610 has been loaned in all other- 
provinces. Ontario borrowers hav¬ 
ing been loaned over $30,000,000. 

The reason loans have not been 
made in Alberta, though many 
would take advantage of the plan, 
is because of legislation passed by 
the present provincial government, 
which has the effect of destroying 
confidence on the part of those who 
otherwise might loan money for 
home building purposes.

Chemists Can Find Substitutes For 
Almost Anything 

Even if war should cut off all im¬ 
ports from America, Dr. Robert C. 
Hockett promises that no one will 
have to wear old clothes, cotton 
stockings or give up driving an auto¬ 
mobile. 

Dr. Hockett, chemistry professor 
at Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, asserts that scientists have 
made the country virtually self-suf¬ 
ficient. 

He says the use of plastics as sub¬ 
stitutes for rubber, wood, glass and 
metal are "practically limitless. 
Rayons and acetates, he explains, 
are supplanting silk and cotton in all 
kinds of fabrics. 

If someone wants a glamorous 
gown, a fur coat, tiles for the bath- 
or a set of false teeth, says 
Dr. Hockett, a scientist can make 
any of these by taking a few lumps 
of coke, a pinch of lime, some soy 
beans or sour milk, and perhaps a 
little formaldehyde and carbolic acid. 


Plans At A Standstill 

American Red Cross Halts Opera¬ 
tions In German-Occupied France 
American Red Cross relief opera- 
ions in German-occupied France 
have come to a standstill, pending 
governmental decision as to whether 
the United States shall feed people 
ln the nations that have become part 
of the German Empire. 

The main Red Cross offices at 
Bordeaux, France, have been closed. 
The first Red Cross "mercy ship,” 
the McKeesport, whose destination 
shunted from Bordeaux to Bil¬ 
bao, Spain, proceeded to Marseilles, 
in the unoccupied part of France. Its 
supplies, the Red Cross has an¬ 
nounced "will be distributed exclu¬ 
sively ln the unoccupied part of 
France, where there is the greatest 
number of refugees and the most ur¬ 
gent need for immediate assistance.” 

Two more Red Cross ships sched¬ 
uled to follow the McKeesport have 
not sailed because of the changed 
situation abroad and the difficulty of 
finding a place to unload.
